Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 29, 
2005 has been entered.

In regard to: 

Claims 1-6 and 16: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-6 and 16 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of the sensor wiper is oscillated by the wiper driving portion by a 
predetermined amplitude to clean the surface of the sensor, and the sensor wiper is 
formed separately from a nozzle wiper. It is this limitation found in each of the claims, as 
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they are claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record, which makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 
Claims 7-15 and 17:

US 6,585,349 B1, "Automated removal of deposits on optical components in 
printers" issued to Lou et al., July 1 , 2003 teaches in their fig. 6 a wiper (6) used to wipe 
clean an optical component (8) in an ink jet printer, the optical component moves to on 
top of the wiper by a carriage to which the optical component is mounted, the wiper is 
then move upward by a driving source to make contact with the optical component, then 
the carriage moves back and forth to allow the wiper to clean the optical component. 

The teaching of this reference is closed to the instant application, however, Lou 
et al.'s wiper does not oscillate, i.e., stand still, while the sensor wiper of the instant 
application is oscillated by a driving portion to clean the sensor.
